PROTECTION AND ENCOURAGEMENT OF MINING IN 
MEXICO, 


In the Journal of May 14 we gave a slight sketch of the Minera} 
Wealth of Mexico, and referred to some of the more important fea. 
tures in the New Rosario Silver Mining Company (Limited), now in 
course of formation, from which we considered it reasonable to an. 
ticipate a large and speedy measure of success for that enterprise, 
From enquiries since made by capitalists, who are quite satisfied 
with the favourable position and capabilities of the New Rosario 
Company’s mines, provided there is no let or hindrance to their de. 
velopment, it would appear that a vague apprehension exists, if not 
of oppression, at least of a want of encouragement and protection to Mining 
interests by the Mexican Government. So far, however, from this being the 
cast, there is not only a strong desire on the part of the President and hig 
ministers to protect and encourage mining in that country, but very favourabia 
measures have already pee the Legislature with that especial object, ang 
others are in progress. It is so important this should be clearly made known 
that we think it desirable to give a connected series of the official documents’ 
which are evidences of this protectiou and encouragement, most of which hayg 
appeared in the Journal, but detached and at intervals, as they were respec. 
tively issued, 
The Mexican Government are quite alive to the fact that the pros. 
perity of the country is dependent mainly upon its mineral wealth, and their 
desire to promote mining interests led the President and his ministers to summon 
a mining congress to the city of Mexico, each State sending one member to re. 
present its Interests, 
The following is a translation of Minister Romero's official communication to 
the governors of the different States :—** Now that peace has been established 
throughout the Republic the Government considers the time has arrived for 
Se and promoting the interests of all manufacturing and producing 
ranches, by dictating all measures tbat willconduce to that object. The brauch 
that, more than others, requires the special attention of Government ts that of 
mining. As, undoubtedly, Mexico has been peculiarly favoured by nature, and 
more so than any country in tbe world, with rich mining districts, many of 
which exist to this day in almost a virgin state, although many have been nearly 
worked out. The Government, having now the conviction that its future pro. 
spects depend on its gold and silver exports, will now endeavour to reduce ag 
much as possible all dues on mines, and those on the export of bullion. The 
President of the Republic has noticed with pleasure the many articles written 
lately by Mexicans, as well as foreiguers, with reference to the measures that 
ought to be carried out for the advancement of mining interests, and this cir. 
cumstance has convinced the President that these measures should be taken 
with as little delay as possible. The President has named (meanwhile deputies 
arrive from the different States) a commission to prepare all the measures that 
are to be proposed, The commission ls composed of the following persons, who 
by their high position, will be looked upon asa guarantee, Their names are 
as follows :—Don Jose Macharaz, Done Jose Godoy, Don Ismael Castelajo, Don 
Miguel Bustamante, Don Antonio del Castillo, Don Augustin Zamora. The Pre. 
sident notifies to the Governors of the different States the necessity of hastening 
the arrival of the deputies to the Mining Congress, so that it shall have beey 
installed by May 1 of the present year.” 

The result of the Mining Congress thus-summened has been that 
an Act was passed, by which the duties payable by mines have beeen reduced 
53% per cent.:—Government duty on the eilver produced, 3 per cent. ; duty for 
the College of Mines, 14 per cent.; Federal duty, 1% per cent.=55% per cent, 
Tue above reductions will be a great boon to the mining interest, aud it Is et). 
mated that the REAL DEL MONTE COMPANY alone will be a gainer of 30,000, a 
year by this reduction in the duties, besides being placed in a position to work 
— — silver ores of low quality that would not pay before these dues were 
remitted. 

Another important step has also been taken in permitting the ez. 
port of all kinds and classes of ore free of duty. This measure was carricd in 
Congress by a majority of 74 against 17. The following is the decree, as pub. 
lished in the official paper of the Government :— 

MEXICO—MINISTRY OF THE TREASURY. 


The President of the Republic has forwarded the follow!ng Decree :~ 

BENITO JUAREZ, by the Constitution President of the United States of Mexico, 
announces that Congress has decreed by a great majority the export of every 
class of ore free of duty from the Republic. 

To Dr. Matias Romero, Minister of the Treasury, Chamber of Congress, 

‘Chis will so encourage and promote mining in Mexico, that it Is anticipated 
the revenue of the country will soon be increased thereby to such an extent, as 
to enable the Government to pay the Interest on its foreign debts, which the 
President urged the importance of doing in his report to Congress at the opening 
of the present session. The following is the passage in the report which refers 
to this important subject :— 

** The problem of finance will never be satisfactorily solved in Mexico until the 
national credit is re-established, because then only will it be poesible for it to 
draw thvse resources from its credit which are always at the disposal of soundly 
organised States, and all those difficulties and embarrassments will cease which 
are incidental even to those whose budgcts but Just attain an equilibrium, So 
soon as the means of paying the interest on the public debt are provided, it will 
be desirable to collect all the unfunded portions of the public debt, and issue 
bonds bearing a moderate and uniform rate of interest. The Executive will al- 
ways be disposed to co-operate with Congress in the prosecution of such measures 
aa it may think desirable to suggest for the purpose of making such a worthy and 
equitable arrangement of the public debt as shall satisfy all the necessities of 
the country, and place the national credit upon a sound basis.’’ 

Senor Romero, Minister of the Treasury. had also informed several mine owners 
that Congress would next session pass a Bill allowing the export of gold and bar 
silver, by which the Real del Monte Company will make a further gain fully 
equal to that derived from the reduction of duties—30,0001. per annum. There 
is a general desire among the members of Congress for carrying out free trade 
principles, with which they consider the prosperity of the country ts identified, 
Senor Romero’s long residence at Washington as Minister Plenipotentiary ts 
considered a favourable circumstance in connection with these measures, as he 
is a great advocate of free trade. Senor Romero has likewise informed the fo- 
reign mine owners that everything will be done to favour their interests, ani 
to encourage capitalists to enter into mining and other enterprises, by passing 
in Congress mavy measures for the special protection of mining and other 
branches of industry. 

The provinctal Legislatures are also endeavouring to encourage mining {ndus- 
try. The Legislature of Zacatecas had conceded to the company which Is being 
formed for restoring the mines of Proano the sum of $120,000 asa loan from the 

uablic treasury, on condition that the company possesses the necessary means 

or carrying out the undertaking. The same Legislature also concedes sundry 
privileges to any company that shall re-work the mines of Leonora and [luerta, 
in the district of Villanueva, aud also to the mining company of the adit of San 
Felipe, This shows that the States are recognising the importance of having 
their mines worked, and are desirous of giving an impulse to mining {ndustry, 
knowing that, independently of its favourable effect on the general prosperity 
of the country, it will lead to a demand by the miners for the agricultural pro- 
duce of the districts around them. 

From the above and other documents it fully appears that, on the 
score of protection and encouragement, the New Rosario Silver 
Mining Company is formed ata very favourable time, and under 
very advantageous circumstances, independently of its own special 
advantages and recommendations, which, from the facts given in 
the company’s eye. appear to be great, and to furnish good 
ground for confidence that, under careful and able management, it 
will speedily prove a successful enterprise, In our article on this aub- 
ject, in the Journal of May 14 we omitted to state that the produce 
of the Real del Monte Company’s mine, “ Rosario” (or as it may now 
be called, the Old Rosario), in 1865, as stated in the official report 
forwarded to the Foreign Office by H. B. Majesty's Chargé d’Affairs 
at Mexico, grossed $1,310,636.

THE PERKINS BEACH MINING COMPANY, 


The first ordinary meeting of shareholders was held at the George 

Hotel, Shrewsbury, on May 19, t ; 
Sir EDWARD 8. WALKER, Kt., in the chair, 

In the course of some preliminary conversation, the CHAIRMAN 
remarked that it was a matter of congratulation to the shareholders 
in this mine that they occupied a position between two such good 
mines as the Tankerville and Snailbeach. Some specimens of ore, 


taken from various parts of the workings, were produced, which gave 
promise of great results from continued operations. 

The SECRETARY, having read the notice of meeting, proceeded to 
read the directors’ report, which was as follows :— 


The directors have much pleasure in meeting the shareholders at this the 
first ordinary meeting of the company, held within four months from tts incor- 
poration, in compliance with the 39th section of the Companies Act, 1867. The 
company’s register of members and books of account have been carefully balanced 
and now lie open for the inspection of allsharebolders. The mine agent’s report 
is presented, The advantageous purchase by this company of its sett is a source 
of congratulation, and a continuance of the vigorous and judicious opening out 
of the mine cannot, in the opinion of your directors, fail to be attended with 
highly remunerative results, The piles of some tons of ore stuff now at the 
mouth of the middle adit and on the dressing floors are favourable auguries 
forthefuture. Within the last week good ore has been reached west on Walker's 
vein, in the deep adit; a plan for its speedy development in depth is now under 
consideration. 


The CHAIRMAN said, referring to one of the specimens upon the 
table, that In Preece’s rising (whence it came from) it did not appear to be so 
good as it was.-—Mr. EB. DAVIES (the agent) said that they had not yet been able 
to see what it would be, on account of want of air, but at present it certainly 
was not so good as it had been, 

The SECRETARY then read the agent's report, as under :— 

May 18.—Since the incorporation of the company, last January, we have been 
busily engaged in varlous parts of che mine, and I beg to mention them,—Deep 
Adit: Is now thoroughly timbered and secured from the mouth to the engine- 
shaft, and the tramroad throughout re-laid. On this level we have three sepa- 
rate points of operation—Ist, The south cross-cut from cross veiu to intersect 
the great spar lode ; 30 fathoms had been completed by former workers ; 23'4 fms. 
have been driven since Jan, 20, and there may be 17 fathoms, more or less, yet to 
drive. During the last four wecks the ground has become very hard, composed 
of lime, spar, inundic, and small spots of ore are interspersed throughout it; In 
fact, | never saw ground more congenial for ore, and comparison of the stones 
with those from the old Snailbeach Mine, which fs on a parallel lode, will con- 
vince any practical miner of the similarity of the ground, 2nd. At the distance 
of 7/4 fathoms from our commencement of this cross-cut we Intersected Walker's 
vein ; a fine east and west lode, 15 feet wide, composed of manganese, flookan, 
lime, spar, blue slate, and elvan, with two leaders of lead ore, one in soft man- 
ganese and sin, the other in lime, spar, and blue-slate. Being desirous to 
expedite the driving of the south cross, very little was donc on this new vein 
until within the last fortnight, and I now report that we have risen upon It 
east 10 fathoms, and the ground, which was much broken, has improved ; small 
stones of ore are to bemet with. It Istntended to ventilate this rise and prose- 
cute it with vigour, as I believe we are approaching a run of ore. We have 
within the last few days shifted the men from the east to the west of Walker's 
vein, and extended its level with the cross-cut ; after driving a little more thau 
3 fathoms we came into ore-bearing ground, from which fine lumps of ore are 
taken. I belleve that we here are on the top of a valuable run of ore, as the 
Jargest lamps are from under water. We are busy securing the ground. I am 
considering the best mode of unwatering this runof ore. 3rd. Nos. 1 and 2 
eaunter have been cleared up and secured ; the former was then driven to the 
junction of the latter for ventilation, after which we began to rise on No, 1, and 
fiuding a small rib of ore have followed it upwards for 21 fathoms, and are still 
doing so with good results.—Middle Adit: This Is new secured to IHampson’s 
ground; we have formed a connection with the deep adit, and in a few wecksa 
travelling road will be fn and secured ; this will enable us to send all the ore 
gown to deep adit, and 80 convey It to those dressing-floors.—Preece’s Ore: At 

sresent is poor, but with every indication of an improvement, In the middle 
if vel [ commenced a cross-cut through an elvan dyke of nearly 3 fathoms, and 
came to the foot wall of cross vein never before seen, on which there was ore ; 
along this we drove cast, tn the hope of intersecting Philpots’ ore, which 1s known 
to have gone north. The ore broken and now lying at the middle adit mouth 
aa been waiting for rain before itcan be there rough-washed, but our com- 
pletion of communication with the deep adit will enable us to bring it all the 
game way. Hitherto we have not sought to dress up the ore staff on the deep 
jevel floors, but shall shortly proceed todo so. On thesurface have been erected 
an office, smiths’ shop, store room, stable, and miners’ cablu, we have repaired 
the old dressing-floors at the deep adit, which owing to many years of non-use 
had fallen into decay. The west hi'l of our sett bas engaged my attention, and 
Jam pleased to report the result of trenching. Already we have discovered 
veins in connection with Tankerville Mine, which this part of our sett adjoins, 
judependently of great spar and cross veins, which with others are known to 
traverse this ground. I cannot refrain from mentioning the most southernly 
ot these veins, which gives every characteristic of being none other than the 
great vela tu Tankervi le, hading north, coursing up to some of the highest parts 
of tue Btiperstone and traversing the greatest breadth of this west part of our 
gett, Tbereis an adit level into this hill a short distance now existing ata very 
decp point, which about half a century ago was commenced, and by it all veins 
to the south can be easily intersected, capecialiy great spar, the Tankerville, 
and Pennerly veins; this level when driven would unwater to the depth of 
about 200 yards. —EDWARD DAVIES. 


The CHAIRMAN’S proposal that the reports of the directors and mining agent 
be received and adopted was carried unanimously. Some discussion then took 
place as to the mechanical contrivances best to be adopted for the removal of 
jead from one level to another, and as to the pumping of water from the mine, 
both of which matters were very satisfactorily replied to by Mr. Davies.

The 
following work has been accomplished during the past six months :—The draw- 
ing-shaft has been sunk to the required depth for an 80 fm. level. The 8» has 
been extended west 4 fathoms; the lode here is 2 ft. wide, containing spots of 
lead and copper ore, with every prospect from its appearance of improvement.

Mr. J. B. BALCOMBE (managing director), having read the notice 
convening the meeting and his report, which stated that “attention 
having been directed by Capt, Kemp to a new discovery of a good lode 
at surface, 250 fms. west of the present workings of the mine, the 
subject was prominently discussed at the last general meeting ; and 
a resolution was passed requesting the directors to visit the mine, 
and to report to a special meeting as soon as possible. Although 
the deposit of lead ore in the main lode is not only of a rich character, but Is, 
as he believes, the richest bunch for its length in the county of Cardigan, having 
yielded 54,1301. in ore, and 14,7501. in dividends, in a length of 23 fms. only, and 
although the value of this ore has recently been proved to hold down to the

10s. premium, and which premium (30001.) exactly 
represents the sum uncalled ou the present shares. With the proceeds of the 
shares so to be issued pro rata the new company will possess 50001., and 30001. 
premium, besides the unappropriated balance, which will be ample capital for 
the fullest exploration of these discoveries, and also furnish the mine with all 
necessary power. He submitted this proposal with great confidence, and with 
the full belief that its adoption will in the end add very materially to the pro- 
sperity of the company. The present profitable workings (which, as he proved 
in his last annual report, yielded for the year 1869 about 50 per cont. of the re- 
turns in ore) will henceforth be unfettered ; the 480 fathoms, or thereabouts, of 
almost wholly unexplored ground upon the run of three lodes, with their respec-

Mr. BALCOMBE urged the desirability, having regard to the future permanent 
Pee? of the company, of adopting the scheme propounded in the report he 
iad just submitted. It already had been approved by 151 out of the 236 pro- 
prietors, representing nearly 8000 shares, If they looked to the status of the mine 
with its sale of 600 tons of good quality lead ore por annum~whiol he expected 
presontly to increase to 800 tons—and compared its aggregato value, as indl- 
cated by tho alleged market price of Its shares, with some of the vaunted mines, 
selling no ore, and raising but little, the fallacy of tho price of one or the other 
must be apparent to every one, Ho bad tried to account for this, and it had 
oftentimes been argued with him—when he had attempted to point ont the iu- 
consistencles of what was called the public barometer—that tho prices of the 
one class were purcly speculative upon discoverics to be mado, whereas Bronfoyd 








was not open to the same Influence. On the other hand, that Bronfloyd was a 
settled and defined investment, paying its regular dividends of from 8 to 30 per 
cent., according to the price at which a holder may have acquired his interest, 
and that it was not correct to compare it with mere speculative undertakings— 
in fact, to use market phrascology, “ there was nothing to go for.’ Hedemurred 
to this argument at the time, but still there is something in it; and it had 
evidenced itself by the slight fluctuations which had taken place in the value 
of this property. But a new state of things would now exist, for possessing, as 
they did, as fine a site of unexplored ground as any of the new undertakings 
which had been recently launched, The prosecution of that ground, which would 
be worked with spirit, ought to give to the shares the same degree of speculative 
value—for there would be something to go for—in addition to the fixity of value 
attachable to the great and increasing resources of the mine proper. Its profits 
would be unfettered from very many heavy encumbrances, although tbe costs 
in 1869 did not much exceed 50 per cent. of the value of the returns in lead 
ore.

VAN CONSOLS.—T. Corfield, May 26: In the 30 fm. level cross-cut south we 
have reached the kilias lode, producing splendid stones of lead on the wall, and 
for some distance back in the cross-cut a good deal of ore was broken, chiefly 
from the bottom.

This is accounted for 
by the activity which now prevails in the bullding-yards throughout the king- 
dom, with the exception of those on the Thames, which we regret to say con- 
tinue, as arule, inactive. The advices from the United States this week are 
more satisfactory, the efforts made by an influential party there to obtain a 
drawback on all iron consumed in shipbuilding purposes, and other protective 
privileges for the builders there, having been unsuccessful, will, no doubt, 
be favourable to the shipbuilders of this country. The rail makers continue 
actively engaged, and orders for this class of iron are quite as abundant as 
they were when we last wrote. As the lot season sets in more completely the 
quantity of tron made will be considerably diminished ; this cireumstance will, 
no doubt, continne to stiffen prices of all kinds of iron.—75, Old Broad-street, 
London, May 27.

ELECTRO-MAGNETIC MACHINES.—Theinvention of Mr. T. SLATER, 
of Euston-road, consists, first, in the construction and arrangement of electro- 
magnetic machines and in transmitting of the force obtained through these im- 
proved batteries and magnets, and rendering such force available for useful 
purposes, elther through a reciprocating or rotative movement. The inventor 
constructs this magnet of the horseshoe form, ¢eircular in section, but swelled 
out at the poles of the magnet at the end of cach limb, so as to give a greater 
surface for the armature to work on, and otherwise for the increasing of the 
surface of the armature and power of the magnet. The magnet is either made 
of solid wrought-iron and circular in section, or built of sections of flat soft 
wrought-iron, plated, but also swelled out at the poles of the magnet.

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THE FUTURE OF THE IRON TRADE. 


Without wishing to encourage a too sanguine view of the prospects | 
of the great staple trades of the kingdon, we think the indications 
of a revival are sufficient to justify us in predicting greater pros- | 
perity than for the past three or four years. The country has passed | 
through a commercial depression almost unparalled in its extent | 
and longevity—every branch of trade has been called upon to suffer | 
to a greater or lesser degree; there has been a sort of commercial | 
paralysis ; and those who always take a gloomy and despondent view | 
began to despair of a return to better times, and fancied that the 
inherent vitality of our iron and coal trades had been transferred 
to other shores. We have never entertained such doubts and fears. 
It was only natural that the financial disasters of 1866 should take 
years to rectify—commercial confidence was lost, speculative invest- 
ments were entirely unheeded, there was no employment for capital, 
and general stagnation followed as a natural sequence. We, how- 
ever, hope and believe that the commercial confidence is being silently | 
and slowly restored ; the stock and share markets are reviving, and | 
speculation increasing; and there is greater activity in the general | 
trade and manufactures of the country than has been the case for 
months and even years past. 

If proof were wanting of the truth of our remarks as to the general 
revival of trade throughout the country, we may point to the statis- | 
tical returns published by the Board of Trade of the exports of Bri- | 
tish and Irish produceand manufactures for the year ending in March, | 
which shows an increase in value of nearly 3,000,0001,, as compared | 
with the exports of the first quarter of 1869, and of about 4,250,0002., 
as compared with the tquarter of 1868, ‘The traffic returns of all 
our principal railways (which are so many main arteries from the 
port of export to the large seats of manufacture), show equally gra- 
tifying indications of revival of our stapletrades. In many instances 
the increased receipts amount to no less than 50007. or 6000/. per week 
over the corresponding period of the previous year, and give an ap- | 
preciable increased dividend over those which have been paid for 
years past. The exports of iron at the principal ports in the king- 
dom have largely increased, more especially in pigs and rails; in 
short, there is greater activity in all our large seats of manufacture, 
and gratifying indications that the improvement to which we now 
refer will be continuous, 

It is probably to an increased demand for railway iron from the 
continental, Russian, and American States that we must look for still 
greater prosperity, rather than to the home trade. The number of new 
railway schemes sanctioned during the present session were greater 
than those of the previous two or three sessions, but there are no im- } 
portant main trunk lines to be carried out in the United Kingdom; 
and the evident desire of the directorate of the large railway com- 
panies to make dividends, almost irrespective of the condition of the 
permanent way, leads to an abandonment of re-laying, except in cases 
of absolute necessity. But turning to railway prospects throughout the 
whole of the Continent, to Ru sia, and al :o the States of America, and |

the probable opening up of large districts in the empire of India and 
other foreign countries, induces the belief that there will be such a 
demand for railway iron during the next three or four years as seldom 
before experienced, even with our greater power of production, It 
is stated that 1200 miles of narrow-gauge lines are now in course of 
construction in Norway and Sweden, that over 3000 versts of cheap 
narrow-gauge lines are to be at once constructed in Germany and 
Russia, that Prussia and Austria are about completing some im- 
portant trunk lines, whilst India, Australia, and America will make 
large additions to their railway systems, Competent authorities 
have computed that no less than 50,000 miles of railway are now 
in course of execution and projected for completion during the next 
few years. This is nearly one-half as much as existed throughout 
the whole world at the end of the year 1868, and which, added to 
the 100,000 miles of renewals yearly required, will give an impetus 
to the iron trade to which it has been a stranger for several years 
past. We quite admit the advances that have of late years been 
made in the make of iron on the Continent, and fully realise the 
fact that we have now powerful competitors which did not exist some 
few years since; but we have inexhaustible supplies of coal within 
easy access, which will always give this country a pre-eminence in 
the make of iron, and which will enable our ironmakers to bear 
away their full proportion of that large demand which will pro- 
baby exist for the next three or fuur years, 

Stocks in the hands of the principal ironmakers are small—in fact, 
may be said to be practically exhausted, so that the works will have 
the full benefit of the whole of the demand likely to becreated. For 
many weeks past we have had to chronicle the re-lighting of furnaces 
which have lain idle for years past. Important iron works, aban- 
doned some four or five years in consequence of the general stagna- 
tion of trade, are being re-opened ; orders on manufacturers’ books 
are gradually accumulating; puddlers and furnacemen, as a rule, 
find more ready employ; and there is a likelihood that makers gene- 
rally will not be compelled to sell at the unremunerative prices which 
have prevailed for the past four or five years. One very gratifying 
feature in the revival of trade to which we now refer is the fact that 
it seems based upon a solid, permanent foundation. Probably the 
lesson so dearly learnt by the disasters of 1866 is not yet forgotten. 
Our commercial classes generally are evidently inclined to shun the 
rash speculations of former years ; andif ina general revival of trade 
there should be an absence of that feverish commercial excitement 
which formerly characterised the country, the uses of adversity will 
have been sweet indeed, 





STEAM COAL, AND THE NAVY. 

A parliamentary return has just been issued showing the amount 
of coal in store at the several home and foreign depots on Jan, 31 in 
each year since 1867 inclusive, and the average price paid per ton, 
together with an abstract from reports on the qualities of the coals, 
and the saving effected in 1869 by the new method of purchasing 
direct. The return embraces the statistics from 29 depots, and it 
appears that, although a considerable economy has been effected, 
the price is still far above that which would be paid by private con- 
sumers purchasing the same quality and quantities of coal; thus, at 
Sheerness the coal has been bought at about 30 per cent. less than 
in the previous year, but is still 153, 3d. per ton for ordinary steam 
coal, whilst at Portsmouth they are paying 15s. 6d. per ton, At Pem- 
broke they were formerly paying 14s., and are still paying 12s. 6d. 
perton. The reduction effected in the purchases for foreign depots 
is not so striking, yet at the Cape of Good Hope coal was purchased 
at 33s. 6d. per ton in 1869, against 47s. 10d. in the two previous years ; 
and at Sierra Leone purchases were effected at 27s. 3d., instead of 
36s, 9d. per ton. In the local contracts there has likewise been a con- 
siderable saving effected, although not so great as in the cases already 
alluded to ; at Fayal this year’s contract has been made at 37s. 64., 
instead of 44s.; and at Mauritius at 48:., instead of 583. 6d. It is 
satisfactory to find that in no instance has coal been purchased or 
contracted for except at a considerable reduction. 

The abstract of reports upon the quality of coals show that of 159 
ships which reported during the half-year ending December last 68 
ships have used a mixture of North Country and Welsh coals, and re- 
port them well suited to the service, as generating steam very quickly, 
and in many instances emitting little or no smoke; two ships have 
used the mixture, and report unfavourably of them; 10 ships have 
used foreign coals, four report favourably and six unfavourably ; 73 
ships have used only Welsh coals, and report favourably ; 6 ships have 
used only Welsh coals, and report unfavourably. Several ships have 
used Scotch coals, and a good opinion of them is entertained. As to 
the economy of direct purchase, it appears that the saving iu last 





year’s home and foreign purchases amounted to 17,5017, 14s, 3d. ; | 
which saving was effected simply on the first cost, and has no refer- 
ence whatever to the saving that will result from the mixing of the 
Hartley coals with the South Wales. It may also be remarked that, | 
in consequence of the Channel Ficet having coaled at Milford Haven, 
a saving of 422/. was effected. 

In connection with the use of steam coal in the Navy, it may be 
mentioned that during the past year a series of careful experimental 
trials have been carried out on board Her MAJEsTY’s steamers Urgent 
and Lucifer, at Portsmouth, with Welsh and North Country coal 
mixed, and burnt in two forms of furnaces, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the best proportions in mixed coal, and form of furnace for 
the consumption of smoke. The trials have been carried out under 
the direction of Capt. E. Rice, A.D.C, to the Queen, commanding the 


Murbocu, Chief Inspector of Machinery to the Keserve. The prin- 
ciple adopted is based upon that of Mr. C. Wye WILLIAMS, who took 
out a patent more than 30 years ago, but whose after success with his 


tations. The trials carried out on board the Urgent and Lucifer have 
been exceedingly simple, and the results are considered to be so im- 
portant that orders have been issued from the Admiralty for the fur- 
naces in the boiler-rooms of Her MAJesty’s ships to be altered ac- 
cording to the plan finally adopted in the trials as the best for the 
consumption of smoke. 

The Urgent is fitted in the usual manner with two sets of boilers, 
but on board her each set has an independent funnel, and this 
afforded an opportunity for fully testing the old and new forms of 
furnace at the same time, and bycomparison, The starboard boilers 
have the new form of furnace fitted to them, and the port boilers 
retain the old form, The main difference between the old and the 
new or smoke-consuming forms of furnace is that the latter is short- 
ened in its length of fire-bar, and slide openings in the doors and the 
bridge at the further end of the fire-bars, the bridge slides giving 
admission to a current of air from the ash-pit to the back of the 
fires. On board the Urgent the area of air-ports in the smoke-con- 
suming furnaces is 1650 squareinches. In the official reports of the 
trials, smoke emitted from the funnel has been represented by num- 
bers, 0 representing “no smoke visible;” 1, “smoke just visible ;” 
2, “light brown—fully visible ;” 3, “brown—sky visible through the 
smoke;” 4, ‘““brown—nearly opaque;” 5, “dark brown—opaque;” 
6, “black smoke ;” 7, “dense black smoke.” In the first trial made 
on board the Urgent the best Welsh coal was burnt in the ordinary 
furnace, and the results taken as the standard for future trials, 

When the comparative trials between the ordinary and the new 
form of furnace commenced the proportions of the mixed coal burnt 
were one-third North Country and two-thirds Welsh, but in all the 
later trials the coals have been burnt in equal proportions, and un- 
der these latter conditions less smoke has been emitted from the 
smoke-consuming furnace funnel than has been emitted from the 
funnel over the ordinary form of furnace, when the latter was burn- 
ing the very best description of Welsh coal. The last three trials 
made on board the Urgent afford conclusive evidence of the success 
of the new form of furnace over the old, Ina trial in which both 
sets of furnaces were used, the coal burnt being Ferndale and Cow- 
pen’s Hartley, in equal proportions, the report gave the smoke figures 
as 155 from the starboard, or new form of furnace, and 4°55 from 
the old furnaces. The new furnaces burnt 2940 lbs. of coal per hour, 
and produced 2314 lbs, of ash, 282 lbs, of soot, and 358 Ibs. of clinker. 
The old furnaces burnt 3294°6 lbs. of coai per hour, and produced 
3275 lbs. of ash, 516 lbs. of soot, and 250 Ibs. of clinker, 

In the last two trials made, the new furnaces only were used on:

the former and the old furnaces only on the latter trial, the coay 


burnt in each instance being equal quantities of Powell’s Dug, 
and Cowpen’s Hartley. In the first case, the new furnaces hance 
2912 lbs, of coal per hour, producing 1773 lbs, of ash, 194 lbs of 
soot, and'310 lbs. of clinker. In the second case, the old furnace, 
burnt 3397°'3lbs. of coal per hour, producing 24341bs. of ash, 406 Ibs, 
of soot, and 406 lbs. of clinker. In these two trials the new furnaces 
exhibited a saving upon the old of 14°28 per cent. in fuel, an increase 
of 7°56 per cent. in horse-power, and a positive gain in the consump. 
tion of smoke of 21°84 per cent. A pyrometer is fitted in each fun. 
nel, at 6 ft. above the uptake, In the funnel over the old furnaces 
the pyrometer indicated the heat of the escaping gases as high ag 
1600°, while in the funnel over the new furnaces the maximuy 
height was but a little over 800°, 





ARE STEAM BOILERS TO BE PUT UNDER GOVERNMEn? 
INSPECTION? 


A Select Committee has been appointed, the working of which may 
exercise a large amount of influence, for good or for ill, upon the go). 
liery and iron interests of this country. One of the last legislatiy, 
efforts of the member for Dudley (Mr, SHERIDAN) pointed in the dj. 
rection of the Government inspection, at no distant date, of steam 
boilers. The columnsof the Mining Journal have abundantly shown 
that there is much room for greater care and more skill in the over. 
hauling of boilers used at collieries and iron works, but it is by no 
means clear that this is to be best remedied by Government inspec. 
tion. Admitted that there is a needs-be that something should be 
done, the question arises, “ Whatshould be done to bring about greater 
security?’ That the House and the nation may, before Mr. SHERIDAy 
takes further steps to invoke Government interference, know some. 
thing of the real state of things, Mr. H1IcK, one of the members for 
Bolton, has moved for and obtained a Sclect Committee to enquire 
into the whole question, The committee is made up of the following 
fifteen members:—Sir THOMAS BAZLEY, Mr. TIPPING, Mr. PLatr 
Mr. JOSHUA FIELDEN, Capt. BEAUMONT, Mr. BIRLEY, Mr, Henry 
B. SHERIDAN, Mr. CAWLEY, Mr. LANCASTER, Col. GRAY, Dr. Lyoy 
PLAYFAIR, Mr, STAVELEY HILL, Mr. M‘CLuRE, Mr. ARMISTEAD, and 
Mr. Hick. Herein we have represented— Manchester (two members), 
Stokport, Oldham, the Eastern Division of the West Riding, Soath 
Durham, Dudley, Salford, Wigan, Bolton (two members), Edinburgh 
University, Coventry, Belfast, and Dundee. 

We could have done with more coal and iron representation, and 
should have been especially pleased to see Cornwall upon the Com. 
mittee, but the members for Manchester and Bolton know well the 
work before them, and are too near the boiler insurance and inspec. 
tion people to be led astray by any false theories or impracticable 
suggestions, We have South Durham, the Eastern Division of the 
West Riding, we have Coventry, and, better than all, we have Wigan, 
Let it not be supposed that Coventry is not worth our possessing; 
however that ancient city may be unassociated with mining, and 
whatever may be the views entertained by its member upon foreign 
tariffs, yet Mr. HILL isa South Staffordshire man, has had much ex. 
perience of colliery work, and is pecuniarily interested in colliery pro. 
perty, even as his father has long been, In Mr, LANCASTER (Wigan) 
we have all that could be desired. Here alike the mining and the iron 
interest have a representative, whose connection with immense busi. 
ness concerns of modern date, and his consequent familiarity with 
the views of men who are hereafter to take the most prominent part 
in the carrying on of these industries, will be of the utmost service, 
at the same time that the trade will feel confidence in making known 
their sentiments in his presence, for they will be certain that they 
will not be misunderstood, 

Mine proprietors and ironmasters are largely concerned in the en- 
quiries and the issue of this Committee, and they would do well not 
to hesitate in making known to it their wishes and their opinions, 
Chere are three things that should be done. First, where there have 
been explosions, the facts, together with the resultant inferences, 
should be produced; next, where opinions are held as the result of 
intelligent investigation and practical experience, which it is be- 
lieved would assist the trades in bringing about safe working, there 
might be no reticence; and, lastly, the belief of what, from past cx- 
perience in other directions is likely to be the result of Government 
inspection should be freely expressed. We can sez how, if these sug- 
gestions are not be acted upon, no little inconvenience and loss may 
hereafter ensue, The country is just entering upon a period of great 
activity throughout the miningand metalliferoustrades, Mauy boilers 
that have for a long time been standing, together with new ones, will 
be in operation upon every hand, side by side with those now making 
steam. If, whenall these are in full swing a Government Inspector 
should step in and prohibit the working of as many boilers as it would 
be quite easy for him to assert were unfit for active work, much annoy- 
ance, to say the least, would be the result, It is teue that mine proprie- 
tors and ironmasters are largely interested in keeping their boilersina 
safe condition; but they are also interested in carrying on their works 
without unnecessary expenditure. It would be easy for Inspectors 
to make requirements which would little short of ruin a man pos 
sessed of much boiler-power; and yet those requirements to be more 
than are demanded by the conditions of safety, determined by the 
result of experience and correct scientific data, 

The question, then, arises—“ By what means can safe working, with- 
out uncalled for expenditure, Le secured?” Explosions in Cornwall, 
and, previously, explosions in the North of England, recently gave 
occasion to our prominently remarking upon the management of 
boilers at metal mines and collieries, In respect of Cornwall, there 
seemed very little room to hesitate as tothe cause—the boilers, though 
strong enough to bear the pressure to which they were submitted 
when they were first laid down, yet were incapable of carrying ths 
work put upon them in recent times. In relation to the North of 
England, the cause was scarcely so demonstrable, still there was 
little room to doubt that unskilful boiler mending had led to the 
accident. Efficient inspection would have prevented the collapsing 
of the Cornwall tubes; skilful mechanicians would not have left the 
boilers in the North of England in the state which made them ex- 
plusive with, as it proved, only the ordinary pressure on. Here, thet, 
we have as remedies good inspection and skilful repairing. The first 
we have to hand in the existing associations, These, we maintaid, 
will always have a stronger interest in closely watching the boilers 
placed under their care than can ever be felt by Government officials. 
Then, are the Government prepared to take the responsibility which 
must issue upon the appointing of Inspectors for such a work? Fur- 
ther, is the country prepared to bear the cost of so large & numbet 
of officials as, if the work is to be properly done, must he appointee: 
The number would be serious enough, even if only the people em 
ployed by the existing companies should represent the total ; but that 
aggregate will be greatly increased by its becoming compulsory for 
all boilers to be under official and independent inspection. It is 1. 
that compulsory inspection would not, perhaps, be asked for if @ 
boiler owners would call in the aid of the companies; and that those 
cases in which the companies do not inspect are the most pregnan 
with danger. But only let a Government representative be se0 
down, as in the case of railway accidents, first to assist the coroner 
in arriving at a correct conclusion as to the cause of the explosion, 
and next to report to the Government with a view of more stringe® 
penalties following upon the working of boilers in an insecure sta : 
and we shall then soon have those intelligent precautions taken whic 
will go far to secure all that we need.

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION OF MINES, 


ne newly drafted Bill amalgamating the Mines Regulation Bill 
aad the Metalliferous Mines Bill has been printed, and although of 
course no change in principle has been introduced, several verbal 
amendments have been made, which render the intention of the 
clauses particularly clear, No youth under fourteen is to be em- 
loyed underground for more than 50 hours in any one week, and no 
youth between fourteen and sixteen years must be employed for more 
than 56 hours, and, except in accordance with certain regulations, 
the period of each employment for the purposes of this section shall 
pe deemed to begin at the time of leaving the bank and to end at 
the time of returning to the bank; a week for the purposes of this 
section is to be deemed to begin at midnight on Sunday night, and 
to end at midnight on the succeeding Saturday night; an interval 
of not less than twelve hours is to be allowed between each period 
of employment which exceeds five hours, and of one and a half hour 
during each period of employment which exceeds 10 hours; and each 
period of employment is not to exceed 14 hours, The provisions of 
the Workshops Regulation Act, 1867, are to apply to all women, 
young persons, and children employed above ground in connection 
‘with any mine. ? ' 

The clause with reference to single shafts has been re-framed, in 
order that every case may be met whether in coal or metalliferous 

ines. It is now provided that the provisions of the Act with re- 
spect to shafts or outlets shall not apply—(1) in the case of opening 
anew mine for the purpose of searching for or proving minerals, or 
of any working for the purpose of making a communication between 
two or more shafts, so long as not more than 20 persons are employed 
below ground at any one time, in the whole of the different seams in 
connection with each shaft in such new mine or such working: (2) in 
the case of a seam in any coal mine having two shafts or outlets, as 
required by this Act, where such seam has reached the boundary of 
the preperty or other extremity of the mine, and it is expedient or 
sroper to work away the pillars formed in such seam in the course 
of the ordinary working of the coal, and by reason of such working 
away of the pillars, the communication of such scam with one of the 
two shafts or outlets is closed, so long as not more than 20 persons 
are employed at any one time in such seam, or if there is in the same 
mine more than one seam so closed in all the seams so closed ; (3) in 
the case of any newly proved mine exempted in writing by the Se- 
cretary of State, on the ground that the quantity of mineral proved 
js not sufficient to repay the outlay which would be occasioned by 
the sinking of a second shaft or outlet, so long as not more than 
20 persons are employed below ground at any one time in the whole 
of the different seams in connection with the shaft in any such mine; 
and (4) in the case of any mine of shale in the shaft, of which the 
brattice is made of brick or stone up to such point in the shaft as 
may be fixed by an Inspector, 

There are now three sets of General Rules—one applicable to all 
mines, and the second to coal mines only, and the third to mines other 
than coal mines only. With regard to coal mines, the first rule is 
again modified, though its effect is not changed. It now provides 
that there shall constantly be produced an adequate amount of ven- 
tilation, except in contingencies which cannot be provided against by 
reasonable precautions, to dilute and render harmless noxious gases, 
This variation has rendered the proviso unnecessary. In the case of 
metalliferous mines, every mine must be provided with a suflicient 
“dry;” and there is a very complicated rule about the use of iron 
tamping-rods—‘‘In charging holes for blasting in any such mine, 
iron tamping-rods shall not be used for getting the wadding and the 
first part of the stemming fairly bedded on the powder, and iron 
prickers shall not be used,” 

These really comprise the whole of the material modifications that 
have been made; and as the re-drafted Bill is supposed to embody 
the suggestions of the representatives of all the interests affected, it 
is probable that the measure has now assumed nearly the form in 
which it will become law. To this no valid objection can be raised 
by anyone, as the rights of all have been carefully preserved, though 
the Bill has been made sufficiently stringent to ensure the attainment 
of the object in view—that of securing, a3 far as practicable, the 
sifety and well-being of those engaged in working mines, 





A REAL SAFETY-LAMP. 


Under the above heading some three or four weeks since we briefly 
noticed an invention which was about to be patented by Mr. E. Booth, 
mining engineer and colliery proprietor, of Barnsley. The invention 
was one of considerable importance tv the mining community, and 
related to the introduction of some simple mechanism, by which on 
the bottom of a safety-lamp being unscrewed the light gradually 
lessened, so that when the bottom of the lamp was got off the flame was entire'y 
extinguished, The effeet, of course, would be that any collier tampering with 
lis lamp would be placed in a position that would render his discovery Inevit- 
able. As there can be no donbt whatever but woat many of the serivus and fatal 
explosions Which have taken place from time to time bave been the result of 
Colliers recklessly tampering with their lamps, the tuvention was looked upon 
asa really valuable one, more especially as it could be easily applied to the 
lamps at present in use. It appears, however, that the Inventive facultics of 
some other gentlemen ran in the same groove as those of Mr. Booth, and of 
Which he was very soon apprised, as well as surprised. After the notice appeared 
in the Journal, he received a fetter from Mr. J. A. Hogg, jun., St. Clemeut’s 
Horse, Clement’s-lane, Londonyln which that gentleman says—* Thave only 
jst observed from a paragraph In the Mining Journal of April 9 that you are 
Proposing to take ont a patent for an improvement iu the safety-lamp, which 
by the desertption given appears to he exactly the same as an Invention of mine 
lately patented. I have thought it but courteous to make this communication 
Wo you, thinking I might save you the unnecessary trouble and expense.” 

Mr. Booth, who has given instroctions to his agent to obtain the necessary 
letters patent, at once countermanded his order for the present,and intended to 
Walt and see the specification connected with Mr. Hogg’s lamp.

Prices on Tuesday were 55s., No. 1; 52s., 
No. 3; and we hear of acontract having been entered into for No. 4 
iron for next year’s delivery at 52s.,netcash. Thestock in the Mid- 
dlesborough warrant store is now only 18,934 tons, being a reduction 
since last week of 650 tons. In the Manufactured Iron departments 
business is brisk. Heavy deliveries of rails are being made from the 
Tees, Tyne,and Humber. The quantities of rails sent off for Russia, / 
Amcrica, and the East have been excessively large during this month, 
and the contracts stated to be on makers’ books, and the enquiries 
for next year's delivery at present to be heard inthe market, naturally 
lead to the expectation that considerable animation will characterise 
this branch of our industry for a good while tocome. Shipbuilders’ 
iron is still largely inrequest.

WELL-BORING.—Middlesborough-on-Tees is about to make an 
addition to its mineral exports. It has sent forth millions of tons 
of coal, and now is opening a trade in the rock-salt, which lies deep 
down below the foundations of the town and the alluvial deposits of 
the Tees. The salt exists in large beds, which were discovered by 
boring ; and concerning this boring there is something interesting 
to be told. The apparatus used was that invented by Mather and 
Platt. of the Salford [ron Works, Manchester, in which the boring-toolisattached 
to a flat rope, and by percussive action loosens the earth or rock, when, giving 
place to a pecallar kind of bueket which fills itself, the fragments are drawn 
up.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


May 26.—The trade of the district continues, on the whole, to} 
prosper, and improve rapidly—the imports at Tyne Dock and other 





The northern ports, indeed, are 
crowded with shipping to an extent never before known, The ship- 
ments of both the staples of the district hare been very heavy at all 
the ports, and at Hartlepool much larger than usual. At Tyne Dock | 
the basins are much crowded, and alterations are in progress to pro- 
vide more space in on the west side of the dock for storing timber 
and other goods, Shipping places are also to be provided imme- 
diately for coals at the old Stanhope Drops, near South Shields, but 
there is little doubt that those measures are only calculated to re- 
lieve the pressure for a short time, and ultimately the docks must 
be largely extended to meet the rapidly increasing trade. A great 
number of steamers are now in the Tyne, many of large size, and 
some new steamers are getting their engines and other fittings com- 
pleted, preparatory to their trial trips. 

The water has been got entirely out of the Hebburn Colliery, and 
preparations are making to work the coal in the Low Main seam, 
which will be started immediately. The falls of roof in the Bensham 
seam will also be removed, and coal got out of that well-known seam 
very shortly. The new winning at the Harton Colliery is fast ap- 
proaching completion; some coal has already been got, and when the
